arfenal was very much in want of ftores, as Lord St 
Vincent’s fleet had required confiderable fupplies, owing 
to bad weather. 

Advices had been reccived at'Gibraltat from Paler- 
mo, in Sicily, giving an account that previousto the 
-evacution of the kingdom of Naples, all the Neapolitan 
fhips‘and the arfenal had been deftroyed. One of the 
Portuguefe Captains, named Campbell, attached to 
Lord Nelfon’s fleet, had been tried by a Court-Martial, 
but the decifion not pleafing Lord St Vincent, he had 
ordered the fentence to be revifed. 

It appears that the conduét of Sir Sydney Smith at 
Conftantinople had not been thought favourable of by 
Lord St Vincent. Sir Sydney Smith, from being the 
fenior officer on that ftation, had affumed more power 
than belonged to him, by placing fhips under-his com- 
mand, which§were not intended for that fervice. - On 
hearing of what. had happened, Lord St Vincent dif- 
patched Captain Trowbridge to take the fuperior com- 
mand of the fhips under Sir Sydney.— Times, 

Advices are faid to be received in town from Phila- 
delphia, which ftate the American Government to have 
declared war againft France.

** Tam forry to inform you that the Eagle tranfport 
was captured afew days ago, by about twenty Spanifh 
gun-boats and privateers, together with two merchant 
brigs and two pun-boats.—-We. were -under conyoy of 
the Powerful man of war, and a brig: cutter, but the 
Commodore being fo far a-head, could not give us any 
afliftance, it being quite calm. The Spaniards kept 
right aftern of us, fo that we could, not get.our guns to 
bear. ‘I'heir metal was 32 and g6 pounders. We 
{trove to keep them off with mutkets, but'to ‘ne purpofe. 
Every mait is thot through, bat the mizen-topmatt, all 
the main rigging, &c. cut to piéces,’ twenty-five’ fhot 
through the {tern, the quarter deck, ftate-room and 
lockets, all torn up. We have not loft a man: The 
vellels were carried into Algefiras, where we met with 
great kindnefs from the Spaniards; after we had got 
out liberty, Lord Sr Vincenr would not fuffer a man 
of us to be prefled.
